In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, Applicant is required, in 
reply to this action, to elect a single invention to which the 
claims must be restricted. The groups are: 

Group I, claims 1-17, drawn to a wax cutter device. 

Group II, claims 18--22, drawn to a candle forming device. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a 
single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, 
under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features. The claims of Group I are related to the 
wax cutting features of a device, whereas the claims of Group II 
relate to the wax molding features of a device. The claims of 
the two groups thus are directed to completely different 
inventions with no corresponding features. 

3 . During a telephone conversation with between Examiner 
Stephen Ralis and John Smith-Hall (Applicant's Representative) 
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on 30 May 2006 a provisional election was made with traverse to 
prosecute the invention of Group II, claims 18-22. Affirmation 
of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claims 1-17 are withdrawn from further 
consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn 
to a non-elected invention. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C- 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which Applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 22 refers to "the wax cutting device" in line 1. 
There is no antecedent basis for this limitation as no wax 
cutting structure has been defined in this claim, or claim 18 
from which claim 22 depends. As such, the claim is indefinite. 

Based on the disclosure of the application, it appears as 
though claim 22 is intending to refer to the previously defined 
candle forming device instead of a wax cutting device in line 1. 
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The claim will be interpreted as such in the rest of this Office 
Action. However, appropriate clarification and correction are 
required. 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122 (b) , by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language . 

7. Claims 18, 19, 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 

U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Randmae et al . (U.S. Pat. 
No. 6,412, 670) . 

Randmae discloses a candle making apparatus. The apparatus 
includes a kiln formed by upper and lower housing 36 and 40, 
which together define an inner chamber (see Fig. 2) . A mold 28 
having a bottom and an open top is provided for placement into 
and out of the chamber (see Figs. 2 and 8) . A heating assembly 
10 is configured to thermally regulation within the housing. As 
such, the heating assembly acts to thereby thermally regulate 
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the inner mold placed within the chambers as well. Also 
provided is a wick placement device 46 configured to hold a wick 
48 in place between the open top and bottom of the mold (Fig. 
2). The device also includes a lid structure 42. 

Randmae further discloses the candle making apparatus to 
comprise a base 26 which is positioned near a bottom portion of 
the mold (Fig. 2) . As such, the base would inherently act as a 
heat sink. In other words, the base would act to absorb heat 
from the adjacent chamber, and thus, be a heat sink. 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the siabject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere 
Co. , 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for 
establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1. Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and 
the claims at issue. 
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3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent 
art . 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the 
application indicating obviousness or nonobviousness . 

10. Claims 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C- 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Randmae. 

Randmae discloses the candle making apparatus as described 
above. Randmae further discloses the mold to include a handle 
20. While claim 20 of the instant application defines a 
plurality of handles for the mold, the provision of a plurality 
of handles on the mold of Randmae would require merely 
duplicated the handle structure already disclosed by Randmae. 
Generally, the duplication of a known part for a multiplied 
effect has no patentable significance unless it can be shown 
that there is a new and unexpected result. See In re Harza , 274 
F.2d 669, 124 USPQ 378 (CCPA 1960); St, Regis Paper Co. v. Bemis 
Co. , 549 F.2d 833, 193 USPQ 8 {7th Cir. 1977). In this case, 
the provision of additional handles on the mold of Randmae would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of Applicant's invention because this in turn would allow 
for the multiplied effect of the mold be secured at multiple 
points, i.e. by two hands on different handles. 
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11. The following references cited but not relied upon are 
deemed pertinent to the instant application: 

Herman (U.S. Pat. No. 3,891,179) discloses a hobby casting mold. 

Machado (U.S. Pat. No. 6,098,953) discloses a candle recycling 
assembly. 

Elmore (U.S. Pat. No. 6,457,962) discloses a water candle box.
